Governor  of  the  State  of  Florida: 

Sir — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law  I  have  the 
honor  to  present  herewith  a  report  of  the  operations  of  this 
office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31st,  1900  : 

payment  of  state  DEirr. 

In  my  last  report  it  was  stated  that  1100,000  of  the  indebt- 
edness created  under  the  Acts  of  18S9  and  1891  had  been 
paid  and  that  the  remaining  1100,000  would  be  paid  Januarr 
17th,  1900.  Such  payment  was  made  at  the  time  stated,  as 
ample  funds  had  been  accumulated  from  the  ordinarv  tax 
levies  for  that  purpose.  This  entirely  disposed  of  all  indebt- 
edness of  the  State,  except  the  bonded  debt  created  under  the 
Acts  of  1871  and  1873,  of  which  there  are  still  unpaid  bondg 
amounting  to  one  million  and  thii*tv-two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars  (*l,<)32,500.00)  as  follows: 

Bonds  of  1871 ^  207,700.00 

Bonds  of  1873 764,800,00 


111,032,500.00 


The  payment  of  these  bonds  will  have  to  be  provided  for 
by  the  Legislature,  and  this  can  be  done  by  the  issue  of  new 
bonds  drawing  a  low  rate  of  interest  to  be  sold  on  the  open 
market,  or  by  issuing  manuscript,  or  other  bonds,  to  the  Ed- 
ucational Funds,  drawing  such  rate  of  interest  as  may  be 
decided  upon. 

It  is  true  that  nearly  all  of  the  bonds  of  1871  and  1873, 
which  have  not  been  purchased  for  the  Sinking  Funds,  are' 
held  by  the  ^Educational  Funds  of  the  State,  but  they  are 
•till    binding    obligations  against    the    State,  as    the  principal 


must  be  paid  at  some  time,  or  the  State  will   be  compelled  to- 
continue  paving  interest  thereon  forever. 

The  Educational  Funds  of  the  State  were  derived  from  the 
eale  of  land  especially  set  apart  for  that  purpose  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Acts  of  Congress  granting  the  land  to  the  State 
of  Florida,  with  small  additions  thereto  from  fines  and  forfeit- 
ures which  were  formerly  paid  into  the  State  School  F"und,. 
but  are  now  payable  to  the  counties.  These  are  Trust  Funds 
and  are  recognized  as  such  by  our  State  Constitution. 

That  these  funds  were  invested  in  State  Bonds,  when  it 
was  possible  to  do  so,  in  preference  to  the  bonds  of  other 
States,  was  because  they  uere  deemed  to  be  the  most  secure 
investment.  To  preserve  the  principal  of  these  funds  sacred 
and  inviolate  has  always  been  the  purpose  of  the  members  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education,  as  they  recognized  that  to  be 
their  paramount  duty  under  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the 
State.  In  view  of  these  facts,  it  should  be  evident  that  al- 
though the  bonds  of  1871  and  1873  may  be  held  by  the  Edu- 
cational Funds,  they  are  still  a  binding  obligation  which  the 
State  is  in  honor  bound  to  meet  as  fullv  and  completely  as  if 
the  bonds  were  held  by  individuals.  The  only  advantage  that 
the  holding  of  these  bonds  by  the  educational  funds  may  be 
is  that  the  State  Legislature  can  fix  the  time  for  the  payment 
of  the  principal,  and  such  rate  of  interest  thereon  as,  in  its 
judgment,  may  be  deemed  to  be  best. 

The  bonds  of  1871,  amounting  to  $12,000.00,  now  outstand- 
ing in  the  hands  of  individuals,  will  be  paid  by  the  State 
Treasurer  upon  presentation,  and  he  has  notified  the  holders^ 
thereof  that  no  interest  will  be  allowed  after  maturity.  It  is 
not  expected  that  there  wiH  be  sufficient  cash  in  the  Educa- 
tional Funds  on  January  1st,  1908,  to  take  up  all  of  the  out- 
standing bonds  of  1873,  and  it  will  doubtless  be  necessary  to 
pay  a  number  of  such  bonds  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund 
of  the  State,  but  it  is  believed  that  sufficient  funds  can  be  ac- 
cumulated for  that  purpose  without  increasing  the  tax  rate 
above  the  2^  mills  now  levied  for  General  Revenue. 

KAILKOAD  AND  TELEGRAPH  ASSESSMENTS. 

Owing  to  the  claim  on  the  part  of  the  various  railroad  com- 
panies that  they  were  entitled  to  the  exemption  of  railroads 
from  taxation  contemplated  by  the  Internal  Improvement  Act 
of  1855,  no  systematic  effort  to  assess  such  property  was  made 
prior  to  1879,  when  the  Legislature  passed  a  revenue  law  con- 
taining a  special  provision  relating  to  the  taxation  of  railroads, 
but  that  did  not  become  operative.  The  question  of  the  right 
of  the  State  to  tax  railroads,  notwithetauding  the  exemption 


contained  in  the  Internal  Improvement  Act  was  presented  to 
the  courts  and  after  lengthv  litigation  the  case  was  finally  car- 
ried to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  St;ites,  which  decided 
in  favor  of  the  State,  and  assessments  were  regularly  made  for 
the  first  time  in  1883  under  the  act  of  1881,  Chapter  3*219,  of 
the  I.aws  of  Florida,  which  provided  that  all  railroad  compa- 
nies must  make  return  to  this  office  of  their  "roadbed,  side 
track  and  main  track,''  also  "the  number  and  value  of  all  their 
locomotive  engines,  passenger,  freight,  platform,  constructioH 
and  other  cars  and  appurtenances"  to  be  assessed  for  the  pur- 
poses of  taxation,  and  the  valuation  was  required  to  be  appor- 
tioned to  the  several  counties  in  which  any  such  railroad,  or 
part  thereof,  was  located,  but  no  provision  was  made  for  en- 
forcing the  collection  of  such  taxes.  In  18x0,  the  law  was 
amended  so  as  to  include  telegraph  lines  and  to  provide  for 
the  enforcenient  of  the  collection  of  railroad  and  telegraph 
taxes,  assesserl  under  and  in  i)ursuance  of  the  law  as  amended. 
The  method  provided  for  enforcing  the  collection  of 
isuch  taxes  was  for  the  tax  collectors  to  certify 
that  the  taxes  were  due  and  unpaid,  and  tliev^- 
upon  the  Comptroller  was  required  to  issue  a 
warrant  directed  to  the  Sheriff  which  was  to  be  executed  in 
the  same  manner  as  an  execution  fiom  the  Circuit  Court. 
There  have  been  several  subsequent  changes  in  the  law 
relating  to  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  on  railroads 
and  telegraph  lines  wliich  relate  to  incorporated  cities  and 
towns  and  school  sub-districts,  as  well  as  to  details  of  returns, 
but  the  method  of  assessing  and  collecting  such  taxes  remains 
the  same  as  that  provided  by  the  Act  of  1885.  In  1884  there 
were  1,207.71  miles  of  railroad  assessed,  and  the  valuatiom 
thereof,  including  side  track  and  rolling  stock,  was  18,457,- 
429.57.  There  has  been  a  remarkable  increase  in  railroad 
mileage  and  valuation  since  that  time,  so  that  for  the  year 
1900  the  main  track  mileage  had  increased  to  3,109.70  and 
the  valuation  to  119,190,301.81. 

The  duty  of  assessing  railroads  and  telegraph  lines  is  one  of 
great  responsibility,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  appropriation 
from  which  to  pay  the  expenses  of  examining  into  the  physi- 
cal condition  of  the  property,  it  is  a  very  difficult  matter  to 
arrive  at  a  proper  valuation  in  many  instances.  There  should 
be  an  appropriation  to  meet  the  expenses  of  examinations, 
when  necessary,  in  connection  with  the  assessment  of  such 
valuable  property,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Legislature  will 
recognize  the  importance  of  such  provision. 

Nearly  all  of  the  railroad  and  telegraph  taxes  are  paid  at 
this  office  and    distributed  to  the  several  counties  and  school 


sub-districts.  The  cleiical  work  of  assessiiic:  and  distributing 
railroad  taxes,  when  paid,  is  all  done  by  the  office  force  under 
my  direction,  and  without  expense  to  the  State,  and  the  sniall 
ap|)ropriation  asked  for  is  to  cover  only  such  traveling 
expenses  as  may  be  incurred  in  the  actual  examination  of  rail- 
road property. 

I  STATE    BANKS. 

The  continued  improvement  in  the  volume  of  busines;^ 
transacted  bv  the  State  Banks  is  very  gratifying,  and  the  fact 
that  there  have  been  no  suspensions  or  liquidations  during  the 
past  two  vears  indicates  that  the  business  of  the  banks 
generally  has  been  wisely  conducted.  That  the  conservative 
action  of  the  officials  of  these  banks  has  produced  a  feeling  of 
confidence  there  can  be  no  question,  as  the  increased  deposit* 
afford  the  strongest  evidence.  Banks  are  a  necessity,  and, 
when  properlv  managed,  are  beneHcial  to  the  people  generally, 
as  well  as  to  the  communities  in  which  they  are  organized,  as 
they  invite  and  encourage  the  people  to  save  a  part  of  their 
earnings  to  meet  future  demands,  either  to  su))ply  the  neces- 
sities when  other  means  are  exhausted,  or  for  the  purpose  of 
accumulating  for  future  investment. 

The  cr'eneral  banking  laws  of  this  State  are  adequate  to  pro- 
tect the"" interests  of  all  concerned  except  when  a  bank  goes 
into  voluntarv  liquidation,  or  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
receiver.  It  would  be  of  great  benefit  if  the  Legislature 
would  adopt  provisions  similar  to  those  contained  in  the  Re- 
vised I^tatutes  of  the  United  States  relating  to  voluntary 
liquidation,  and  to  receivers  for  banks  that  are  forced  to 
suspend. 

•Iriquirie)«  are  made  at  this  office  from  time  to  time  as  to  the 
condition  of  banks  in  the  hands  of  receivers,  but  there  is 
absolutely  no  information  to  be  furnished,  as  the  law  does  not 
require  reports  to  be  made  to  this  office  by  receivers.  A 
.bank  organized  under  the  general  law  is  subject  to  the 
supervision  of  this  office  only  so  long  as  it  keeps  out  of  liquida- 
tion, either  voluntary  or  involuntary. 

]  TAX   KEDKMPTION   DEPARTMENT. 

■•  I  . 

This  department,  operated  in  conjunction  with  the  State 
'Trea>ui>r,  is  divided  into  two  parts.  That  which  relates  to 
this  <  ffice  includes  keeping  a  complete  record  of  all  lands  sold 
to  the  Slate  for  taxes  and  entering  thereon  redemptions  or 
purchases  made  through  the  Stale  'iVeasurer's  office,  record- 
ing the  same  in  separate  record  books  by  counties,  and  mak- 
ing monthly  reports   of  each  redemption    or   purchase  to  the 


Board  of  County   Commissioners   of  each   county  in   which 
lands  have  been  redeemed  or  purchased. 

It  would  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  this  department,  with- 
out  doing  material  injury  to  the  State,  if  the  Legislature  should 
direct  the  cancellation  of  a  large  number  of  old  tax  certificates 
which  are  really  of  no  value,  and  for  which  there  is  no  de- 
mand. Such  action  would  place  thousands  of  acres  of  land 
on  the  assessment  rolls,  and  the  State  and  counties  would  re- 
ceive the  revenue  therefrom  which  they  are  now  deprived  of 
by  keeping  these  practically  worthless  certificates. 

S(;H00L  SUr.-DISTRICT  TAXES. 

In  1895  the  Legislature  passed  'iAn  act  to  provide  for  the 
division  of  counties  into  convenient  school  sub -districts,  and 
for  the  election  bi-ennially  of  three  school  trustees,  and  for  the 
levying  and  collection  of  a  district  school  tax,  and  providing  for 
the  holding  of  elections  for  such  purposes,"  but  the  revenue 
law  was  not  amended  so  as  to  include  the  tax  thus  provided 
for  until  1897.  All  assessments  of  railroads  and  telegraph 
lines  made  at  this  office  for  school  sub-districts  have  been 
made  under  the  act  of  1895,  and  the  collections  have 
been  made  under  the  revenue  act  of  1897.  The 
Legislature  of  1899  passed  an  act,  Chapter  4678,  of  the 
Laws  of  Florida,  which  was  doubtless  designed  as 
a  method  for  the  future  assessment  and  collection  of  the  tax 
first  provided  for  by  the  acts  of  1895  and  1897,  but  the  revenue 
law  w^as  not  amended  to  conform  to  the  act  of  1899,  and  if  it 
is  intended  that  that  law  shall  supersede  the  act  of  1895  it  will 
be  necessary  to  amend  the  revenue  law  so  as  to  conform  to  the 
act  of  1899". 

RETURNS    OF     CORPORATIONS, 

Section  ^lol,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Flori<la, 
provides  for  annual  returns  to  be  made  to  this  office  by  all 
corporations  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  giving 
the  name  and  residence  of  each  stockholder,  with  the  number 
of  shares  belonging  to  him  and  the  par  and  cash  market  value 
of  such  shares,  the  whole  amount  of  capital  stock  and  the 
amount  actually  paid  in,  and  the  real  and  personal 
estate  subject  to  assessment  for  taxes.  Section  2loG,  ib., 
directs  that  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  the  capital 
stock  subscribed  and  of  the  amount  actually  paid  in 
and  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  corporation  shall  be  filed  in 
this  office  once  in  six  months,  or  oftener  if  required.  The 
iirst  section  provides  a  penalty,  but  no  means  for  its  enforce- 
ment, and  the  other  section  has  no  penalty  attached.     Practi- 


s 

cally  no  returns  are  made  under  these  sections  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  and  unless  thev  are  amended  so  as  to  become  opera- 
tive it  would  be  best  to  repeal  them. 

J  1N(  KEASEI)    ASSESSED    VALUATIONS. 

The  increase  in  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  for  the 
year  1900  indicates  a  solid  growth  in  prosperity,  and 
that  'the  people  are  realizing  a  part  of  the  bright 
future  in  which  our  glorious  State  will  rival 
the  brightest  star  in  the  sisterhood  of  States.  Our  genial 
clime  and  productive  soil,  adapted  to  so  many  varied  pursuits, 
yielding  such  rich  returns  for  the  labor  expended,  affords  the 
surest  foundation  for  the  most  sanguine  hopes.  The  continued 
improvement  in  our  manufacturing,  mining,  fruit-growino-  and 
farming  interests  maiy  be  confidently  expected.
